DEL  PINO,  WHO  has  not  yet  recovered 
from  injuries  received  when  police  ambushed 
and  captured  him  July  25,  rode  to  the  officers’ 
club  in  an  ambulance  and  was  carried  into  the 
improvised  courtroom  on  a stretcher. 

The  pajama-clad  defendant  lay^ on  a chaise 
lounge  through  the  trial,  painfully  raising 
himself  a few  inches  when  he  wished  to  speak. 

DEL  PINO  WAS  landing  a light  plane  on  a 
highway  outside  Havana  when  police  opened 
fire  on  him.  The  principal  charge  against  him 
was  illegal  entry  into  Cuba  for  the  alleged  pur- 
pose of  rescuing  enemies  of  the  regime. 

Lucio  Linares,  Cuban  ex-policeman  said  to 
be  one  of  the  refugees  Del  Pino  hoped  to  res- 
cue, went  on  trial  with  him.  The  prosecution 
demanded  the  death  penalty  for  Linares  as  well 
as  his  co-defendant. 

DEL  PINO  SAID  he  was  betrayed  by  a 
presumed  friend,  Fernando  Cobas,  who  he  said 
took  off  with  him  from  Miami  on  what  was  to 
have  been  a practice  flight,  talked  him  into 
flying  to  Cuba  and,  as  they  passed  over  Ha- 
vana, switched  off  the  ignition  and  forced  him 
to  land. 


Ike  Gets  SOS 
To  Help  Settle 
Steel  Dispute 


WASHINGTON,  Dec.  2 — 
(UPI)  — Federal  mediators,  ap- 
parently thwarted  in  attempts  to 
settle  the  steel  dispute,  looked 
to  President  Eisenhower  today 
to  tongue-lash  union  and  man- 
agement negotiators  into  a more 
conciliatory  mood. 

THE  CHIEF  Executive  was  al- 
most certain  to  be  asked  about 
the  deadlocked  steel  talks  at 
his  news  conference  today.  He 
already  has  announced  he  will 
discuss  the  steel  dispute  in  his 
nationwide  TV-radio  speech  to- 
morrow night. 

Hopes  of  government  peace- 
makers sank  with  the  disclosure 
yesterday  that  the  “Big  11“ 
steel  producers  were  appealing 
over  the  heads  of  union  leaders 
to  get  rank-and-file  workers’ 
support  for  their  “last  offer”  of 
Nov.  15. 

STEELWORKERS’  President 
David  J.  McDonald  has  rejected 
this  proposal  as  completely  in- 
adequate but  R.  Conrad  Cooper, 
chief  management  spokesman, 
said  the  companies  would  not 
sweeten  it  any  further. 

Both  sides  obviously  were 
pointing  to  a January  vote  on  the 
final  offer  by  the  500,000  union 
members  who  now  are  working 
under  a Taft-Hartley  injunction 
which  halted  their  116-day 
strike. 

COOPER  ANNOUNCED  that 
circulars  were  sent  to  steelwork- 
ers’ homes  describing  the  “last 
offer  for  strike  settlement” 
which  the  company  intends  to 
submit  to  plebiscite. 

Under  the  law,  the  National 
Labor  Relations  Board  conducts 
the  secret  ballot  vote  if  there  is

campus  library  system. 

HERE  THEY  CAN  enjoy  the 
pleasures  of  one  of  the  smallest 
publications  ever  produced,  a 
set  of  the  works  of  poet  Robert 
Burns,  measuring  one  inch  high 
and  three  fourths  of  an  inch 
wide.  The  books  are  easily  read 
with  a good  magnifying  glass. 

Special  Collections  doesn’t  just 
offer  stamp-sized  curiosities, 
however.  “Description  de  L’ 
Egypt”,  “elephant  folio  size,” 
which  covered  much  territory — 
literally — when  they  were  pub- 
lished, are  four  feet  high  by  30 
inches  wide — just  the  right  size 
to  impress  your  friends. 

YOU  HAD  BETTER  give  up 
hopes  of  checking  a “Descrip- 
tion” out,  or  tiptoeing  past  the 
Special  Collections  librarian 
with  one  of  the  volumes  tucked 
under  your  bulky  knit,  floor 
length  sweater,  because  the  vol- 
umes are  restricted  to  one  area, 
being  considered  too  valuable  to 
lose  or  allow  to  become  dam- 
aged. 

As  a Special  Collections  lib- 
rarian put  it,  “No  rare  book  has 
circulated  from  this  area  since 
Martin  Harris  lost  the  116  pag- 
es.” 

“MORMON  Americana”  com- 
prises abobut  half  the  books  in 
Special  Collections.  Included  un- 
der this  heading  are  printed 
books,  manuscripts,  pioneer  di- 
aries, maps,  photographs  and 
other  items  pertaining  to  Latter- 
day  Saint  church  history. 

Prized  items  include  a first 
edition  of  the  Book  of  Mormon 
and  an  original  printing  plate 
of  a map  of  Nauvoo,  from  the 
offices  of  the  “Nauvoo  Neigh- 
bor,” now  defunct, 

THE  OTHER  half  of  Special 
Collections  is  made  up  of  books 
which  were  published  before 
1800,  limited  editions  {fewer  i 
than  300  copies  published),  and' 


pieces  of  literature  which  are 
worth  more  than  $50. 

Included  in  these  categories 
are  Cambodian  books  published 
on  palm  leaves,  a play  bill  from 
the  first  American  production 
of  Hamlet,  and  a copy  of  the 
first  Welsh  language  book  pub- 
lished in  America.  “Book  of  The 
Law  of  the  Lord,  Annerch  ir 
Cymru”,  by  James  J,  Strang. 

SEVERAL  500  year  old  books 
are  also  in  Special  Collections. 

Although  books  in  Special 
Collections  remain  in  a restrict- 
ed area,  when  possible  they  are 
duplicated  for  the  regular,  cir- 
culating collection  for  “take- 
home”  use  by  Students.
